EVICTED TENANTS BILL. 



Farther Details of Sir William Har- 
conrt'8 Measnre as Proposed in 
the British Parliament. 



A Board of Three Arbitrators to Be 
Appointed— Snmmary of 
Their PowerSr 

London, April 27. — The evicted tenants 
bill, introduced in tho Houeo of Commons 
on Thurtday luat by Sir William Haroourt, 
provides that whore u tenant's holding in 
Ireland has been terminated sinoo Moy, 
1879, the former tenant may, within a year 
after the beginning of the present aoti, peti- 
tion the board of arbitration for reinstate- 
ment. The board may make a conditional 
order of roinstutoment, and unless tho 
landlords within tho prescribed time 
show cuuso againat tho order, tho 
board of arbitration may make the 
order absolute. If tho landlords show 
cause why tho board of arbitration should 
hoar the parties, after considering whether 
the oondnot of either landlord or tenant ia 
unreasonable or whether the one bad un- 
reasonably refnaed any proposal made by 
the other, the board may diBmiss the peti> 
tinn or make the order absolute and order 
the sherifT to put tho petitioner in posieision. 
Tha rent of tho holding ia to be subject to a 
fair rent beine fixed in pursuance of the 
land law of 1881, and the holders shall have 
the samorightasother holders of present ten- 
ancies tohavonrentiixod. Tho bill coos into 
biToct in the Novombor after its passage. It 
provides for tho eBtablishmcnt of a board of 
three arbitrators, who hold oflico for two 
years. Tho landlords and tenants are to 
apply to this board in order to have their 
cases examiuod and decided upon. 



POSITION OF SAMOA. 



U. S. Don't Object to British Protect- 
orate If Their Bigfhts Are 
Ke8i)eeteil. 



No Further i!JatlYe Ontbreaks— Where 
' the Cable Lauds Must Be 
Bi'itisli. 

London, April 27. — The movement look- 
ing to a British protectorate ever the 
Samoan islands is no longer disguised. To 

all appearances a socrot understanding ex- 
ists betwoon Great Britain and Germany, 
which includes ulao tho United States. A 
person in high authority here was question- 
ed by a reporter for the Associated Press 
regarding the attitude of Kngland and 
Uertn&ny on the attempt being made by 
New Zealand to aaaume tho administra- 
tion of tho Samoan ialands, and stated 
that a protectorate movement upon the 
part of Great Britain was progressing with 
the sanation of the United States govera- 
ment, which is represented us oaring 
nothing who managoa Samoa, aa long as 
tho rights of tho United States under the 
Berlin treaty aro continued. Color is givon 
to this uttertion by United States Ambassa- 
dor Thomas F. IJiiyard, who in an interview 
to day snid of Sir John Thuraton, governor 
of the Fiji islands and British cominiBsioner 
for tho Western Pacilio ; " Iho presence 
and counsels of a man of suoh ability would 
in my opinion oQer a happy solution to the 
present difliculties. " 

Mr. Bayard added at the same time that 
ho had received no4nformatlon on the sub- 
ject from his government, either in regard 
CO any present negotiations botwocn tho 
United States, Great Britain and Germany, 
or in' reference to an impending conference 
of the three powers interested in tho 
Sumoan islands. 

A gentleman who has just returned from 
Samoa and who is the oldest British resi- 
dent there, aa well as the owner of the har- 
bor of Pango-Pango, in an interview this 
afternoon contirmcd tho roport that the 
British project of a protectorato over the 
Samoan islands whs impending. Ho also 
liaaertod that the United Statoa would not 
objeot to thia action on the prvrt of Great 
Britain. Tho owner of tho harbor of Pango- 
Pango also asserted that the present situa- 
tion of affairs in Samoa was impoesible to 
continue. Thero was no government, ho 
claimed, ond some of tho most powerful 
chiefs ot tho islnuda hud been sent to work 
in chains un the highroiuis " by tho Ameri- 
can lawyer who ia chief justice," referring 
to Chief Justice Henry Ide. It is believed 
thero that Pungo-I'ango will bo selected aa 
the landing placo of tho proposed Pacific 
oible and tho junction and branch lines to 
New Zealand. Some arrangement, it is 
said, ia therefore neccaaary by which the 
BritHlj flAg ohall 11 lat over tho spot where 
tho cable lands. Tho Asaociatod Proas in- 
formant, continuing, said that under no 
circumstances will it bo permitted tliat the 
tripartite protectorate shall have control 
of the spot whore the British mails and 
cable land. The Berlin treaty, it ia aaid, 
never contemplated more than ordinary 
commercial relatione, and the new atato of 
thinga, it ia added, will naturally compel 
Great Britain in the interest of thocoloniea 
to insist upon a modification and readj Hst- 
ment which will not cause a leasoniog of tho 
United States and German rights under the 
treaty. 

The Berlin National Zsitung, probably re- 
fleeting the opinion of the German govern- 
ment, advises the United states to leave the 
protectorate of the Samoan ialands to Ger- 
many under the treaty giving the United 
States a coaling station. It adds that un- 
der no conaideratiuD could Germany with- 
dran' from the position she occupies in re- 
gard to Samoa. 

Up to April 19 there had been no further 
outbreak of the natives, but thoy still refuse 
to give up their arms. 

Washington City, April 27. — Up to thia 
date thero has been no proposition submitted 
formally to the state department by the 
repreaentatives of Great Britain or Germany 
looking to annexation or dirsolution of the 
tripartite alliance, and tho aniioxation of 
the Samoan islands to (iroat Britain or Ger- 
many. In tho course of a few ilaya Secre- 
tary Greuham will submit to the Senate the 
voluminous correspondence which has passed 
between tho throe treaty powers oonoern- 
ing the administration of affairs in Samoa 
sincfl ISilO. 

Bkulin, April 27. — A newspaper assorts 
that the Emperor baa intimated to the 
minister of foreign aflairs that the interests 
of Germany in Samoa ought sot to be 
abandoned.

THE LIBEKAL ASSOCIATION 



Listens to a Forcible Exposition of 
the Party Principles By 
Mr. McMillan. 



No Part to Be Taken in Provincial 
Polities— The Trades and • 
Labor Council. 



A regular meeting of the Liberal Asao- 
oiation was held at Philbarmonio ball yes- 
terday evening, the president, Dr. Milne, in 

the chair. By invitation of tho aaaooiation, 
Mr. John McMillan delivered un interesting 
address upon " The duty of tha Liberal to 
tho party, and tho duty of the Liberal party 
to the country. " 

" My observations," said be, " have led 
me to the conclusion that the political pri- 
feroncea of very many of the adherents of 
any long catabiiahed political party are due 
mors to their circumatancos and aurround- 
inga than to their convictions. Especially 
ia thia tho truth with regard to tho young 
men, and hence it ia that many intelligent 
and conscientious men as they have ad- 
vanced in life and political kuowl- 
edge, have embraced tho opinions of 
their opponents. The cause of freedom 
never can Buffer from opeu, fearleaa discua- 
aion and investigation; if tho work of the 
Liberal party ia in tho interest of freedom, 
it ia the duty of every Liberal, in tho inter- 
est of the party, to acquire a kuowledge of 
the history of the party, and to devote some 
effort to the dissemination of its principles. 

" Permit me at the outset to assure you 
that I believe in individaalism as opposed to 
socialism; that I believe the true interests of 
society to be identified vrith the preservation 
of individual rights rather than with their 
enrrender to the care of a paternal govern- 
ment, I believe that individual rights, ex- 
isted prior to the Institution of government, 
and that the necessity for the existence of 
government itself arises from the necessity of 
preserving an even balance between the 
rights of the governed. Being convinced of 
these truths, I think I have rightly appre- 
hended the miasion of tho Liberal party, 
and tho necessity for ita existence." 

In doaliug with the question of Eipodi« 
ency v. Principle, Mr. McMill.tn said that 
the loaders of both political parties have at 
times abandoned principle for expediency, 
declaring that such action ia at times essen- 
tial for the ultimate welfare of tho country. 
Tho idea of protection waa, he claimed, 
based on thia assumption. Even Mich men 
aa Speaker Reed in the United S',..^te3 — and 
many other prominent men in tho Statoa 
and in Canada — speak of prf t.'c ion as an 
expedient to build up native viahiuries and 
then to be abandoned when i lio.'e industries 
no longer require fostering CHre. What 
then are they to turn to if not Uij contrary 
policy ? 

" I believe with Macaulay," e",id Mr. Mc- 
Millan, " that the direct couue is always 
the aafest one— that that which is right ia 
always wisest ; that justica and right- 
eousness are ever the highest form 
of expediency. And I believe that 
the experience of tho Liberal party of 
Canada in the paati fully establishes the cor- 
rectnesa of thia concluaion. All tho disas- 
ters that have befallen tho Reform party — 
all their defeats — have been due to their 
lack of poUoy and their shirking of the 
isauas arising between their party and the 
party of protection. They have abandoned 
their principle in the time of test, and fallen 
back upon expedients, with the natural 
result. Thoae who pursue the . opposite 
course are at least sure of the respect to 
which they are entitled. The Conserva- 
tives, opposed to his policy, esteemed and 
honored Hon, Alexander Mackenzie because 
he was true to hia principles. If the Liberal 
party ia to succoed in the future, it must be 
by sleadfaat maintenance to principle." 

On the conclusion of Mr. McMillan's re- 
marks, Mr. William Marchant I'ddressed 
tho meeting, taking a recent apocoh of Mr. • 
Prior's in the Commons as the trxt ot his 
address, and a brief general discusoion fol- 
lowed. 

The question of tho stand to be taken by 
tho Asaociation iu tho approaching Provin- 
cial contest being next brought forward, it 
was at first proposed to udj lurn until after 
the elections, but subsequently tho decision 
was arrived at that the Association take no 
part in local politics, though continuing the 
meetings for the purpose of disoussing and 
promoting the principles of Liberalism. 

At the Trades and Labor Council's meet- 
ing last night, a resolution waa drafted and 
endorsed for forwarding to tho city's repre- 
sentatives at Ottawa, pointing out that at 
least two Chinamen are now employed on 
the preparatory work for the Esquimalt for- 
tifications, and that tho officer in charge has 
stated that more will bo engaged ; that only 
?1.25 a day is paid for such labor ; and urg- 
ing Mr. Prior and Mr. Earle to exert what 
influence they can bring to bear to have the 
Imperial authorities provide employment 
for the white unemployed labor of the pro- 
vhioe on these works, and td seonre for the 
same a fair remnneratioo. It is estimated 
by the Counoil that there are at least 600 
men in Viotoria alone who would be glad to 
get sudh employment. 

A meeting of the electors of South Vic- 
toria district, preliminaries for which were 
arranged at tho meeting in the Burnside 
road school houso a few ovoninga ago, is to 
bo hold at tho Royal Oak on tho 9th May. 

Dr. Watt having decided to again ofTer 
himself aa a candidate in Cariboo, leaves for 
hIa constituency almost immediately, to open 

tho campaign. 

Tho Opposition party in North Nanaimo 
have put ofl the nomination of a candidate 
to oppose Mr. John Bryden nntU May 12.

William Braden, of the firm of Braden 
Brothers, of the Q. S. Public Sampling Co., 
of Helena, Mont., and who was here some 
time back, has returned with the object of 
further looking over the ground, his idea 
being to establish sampling works in the 
moat eligible locality. He will receive the 
ore ftom tho mine, which will be sampled 
under the direction of hia superintendent 
and in aight of the owner. Samples will 
then be ttiken and assayed by the company's 
aaaayer, and by the owner's aasayer, if ho 
chooses. If these two should difTer, a third 
assay is made by a party mutually agreed 
upon. When an agreement is reached oaah 
payment is made for the ore on the 
spot, at tho rote ruling in Now ^ ork on the 
day the assay is made. If more advan- 
tageoua ofifers are made, the firm will receive 
them on behalf rf the owner and transfer 
the ore at once. Ore houses will also be pro- 
vided for storage parposes. It is the inten- 
tion of the firm to introiduoe the moat 
modern machinery In the form of crushers, 
rolls, elevators and the Taylor & Brenton 
BUtombtic Bam piers, so that work may 
be profitibly and expeditiously performed 
Mr. Uraden speaks enoouragingly of the 
miniDg and silver outlook. Business ia 
reviviDK, and confidence is being regained. 
Peraonul examination convinced him that 
property in the silver district, and especial- 
ly in Helena, is holding its own.

It waa further resolved that tho 
time haa arrived in tho development of tho 
silver industry when it should rccnivo at tho 
bauds of the people of Canada duo 
recognition as part of its national policy, 
and that tho Parliament of Canada 
now in session be petitioned for siich 
recognition by tho eatabliahment of a mint ; 
that Canadian silver alone be uaed in the 
coinage of Canadian silver coins ; that, ua 
the city of Kitalo is situated in the heart of 
the greatest and riohoat silver-lead ore belt 
in the known world, and has unsurpassed 
facilities for tho smelting of ita varioua ores, 
the first Canadian mint ought to be 
located iu tho city of Kaalo, and that a peti- 
tion embodying thoae requests be drawn up 
and signed and presented to the parliament 
of Canada now in session, 

Byron N. White, of the Slocan Star, re- 
ports that work is being actively prosecuted 
and ore is being hauled to the company's 
warehouBa at Xhree Forks. Fifty tons will 
be taken out this week, when hauling will 
have to bo suspended beoanse of the break- 
ing up of tho "tote road." Fully 900 tons 
are already stored at Three Forks, worth at 
a moderate estimate over $100,000.

Yanderberg and S'ingling, pro- 
prietors of the little steamer Arrow, con- 
template making many Improvements to the 
boat, in order to suit her for the passenger 
traffic. It is the intention of the owners to 
make the round trip between Naknap and 
Bevolatoko twice a week during the aum- 
mor, calling each way at Lardeau and Thom- 
son's Landing. An office will be estab- 
lished in town, where tickets, at low rates, 
will be sold, and arrangements made for ex- 
tra trips, towing, etc. 

A painful accident befell J. W, Oleson on 
Saturday afternoon.

ITItSOM CUEEU. 

(From tho Naknap Ledge.) 
At the townslte a eood deal of work haa 
been accomplished, but much remains to bo 
done. Mr. Nault'a store has boon orectnd 
and tho goods put into shape. Tho first 
consignment consisted of seven tnna, con- 
veyed to the towniiite from the head of tho 
lake on a scow. Tho hotel, which is of two 
stories and fifty feet in length apart from 
tho kitchen, is almost ready for tho roof. 
It is to bo fixed up in first class 
condition. No clearing has yet b^en at- 
tempted on the townsite beoauss of the snow 
which is still on the grouad. The steam- 
boat wharf was eompleted over a week ago 
to deep water. Mr, Nault has received tbe 
contract for putting in a V switob at that 
point for the N. & S R., neoessitating up- 
wards of 1.000 foot of grading. The mineral 
resources of the country within five miles of 
the place are rapidly coming to the front. 
During tbo past week another strike of pay- 
ing oru was discovered not two miles dis- 
tant. The ledge is well defined and trace- 
able for some distance. 



BOYALISrs IN HAWAII 

Kesolred Not to Tiiko tho Oath of Allegiance 
to the Frovlsiuniil Government. 

S.IN Fb&noisoo, April 27.— Advices have 
just been received by the barkontine W. 
H Dimond from tho United Press corres- 
pondent at Honolulu, under date of April 
Hth, to the eQ"<?ct that the announced mass 
meeting of t ho royalists took place on the 
evening of iho 10th inat,, at Palace t(|uare. 
Tiiero might have been one thousand pre- 
sent, possibly one half natives and the rest 
Chinese and whites. There were five epoak- 
era, ouo pure native, two half white, u Ca- 
nadian, Anhford, and an EDglishman, 
Philips. All the speakers urged quiet, 
peaceableneea, moderation and a policy of 
inactivity, taking no part in the voting 
while waiting the action of the United 
States in tbe pending protest or appeal of 
the Hawaiian people. Nothing waa said of 
loyalty to the Queen or of the desire to re- 
turn to the monarchy. Resolutions were 
adopted pledging the royalists to decline to 
take the oath of allegiance to the Provisional 
Government and to oppose the re-establish- 
ment of the monarchy as provided in the 
call for the constitutional convention. A 
copy of the resolutions was ordered to be 
presented to United States Minister Willis, 
with a request that the same be forwarded 
to Washington. 

The following is the snbstanee of a 
circular Issued from the Hotomua office. 
It appeals to tho natives to join with 
those who conducted the mass meeting : 

" About 3,000 people assembled at tho 
mass meeting in apite of the resistance of 
the Hui- Aloha-Aina and tho newspaper 
Kaleo, and Bush and Kaunamano. 

" Tho country districts are called upon to 
join in the resolution adopted to uphold the 
rights and welfare of the natives, and are 
urged not to listen to Buah, Kaunamano, 
Kaulia, Cummina and tho worthlosa foreign- 
era with them. Tliia ia declared to bo the 
course of Progreaaivo Hawaii, and by fol- 
lowing this advice the Hawaiians will aco 
who are tho true frimuls of tbo country, its 
people and its chiefs." 

Several of the persons whose names were 
attached to the call tor tho maaa meeting 
denied that they were placed there with 
their oonaent. Leading white adherents of 
tho Queen, like Widemaun and Newmann, 
remained away. It is generally believed 
that this section of tho Royuliata are wait- 
ing for further newa from Washington before 
conimitticg themselves to abstaining from 
action in forming and running tho new 
republic Should that nowa seam decisive 
againot the restoration of the Queen they 
may wiah to take part in tho oUotion. The 
morning papers give a rumor, in which 
there seems to be some truth, that a revival 
is likely to take place of the so-called 
Liberal party, which will be composed of 
prominent Royalists united to a class of tbe 
present supporters of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment now in tho American league and 
tho claea who are opposed to the so-called 
missionary or reform party. 

As a prominent public man said this 
morning, *' Itia inevitable that such a party 
ahould bo formed composed of royaliats, 
boodlera, and the large Tammany elf.ment 
in tho An orican league, all of whom natur- 
ally gravitate tngottier. It would In; tho 
aim of Buch a parry to turn out tho preaunt 
heads of guvernment and run it in their own 
intereata. It is not probable that thiy cjn 
organize for action in the coming election of 
delegates to make anew conblitution. They 
will undoubtedly bu ready to act at the 
general election for a legialaturu at a later 
dale ". 

Seven hundred and Ufceon perpona had 
rogiaicrwl aa electors in Honolulu up to 
April 10. Ten daya more remain of the 
twenty-tour. Tho Portuguese are hold- 
ing back, for fear of losing their 
Portuguese citizenship by taking the oath.

WASuiNCiToy, April 27. — The Chief of 
Police has caken mi-aaures to minimize the 
lilcoHboqd of dacK^r from the Coxey in- 
vasion. y(|U>cl8 of polioemen in uniform 
wore stittioutid i\t iho ruilway st;itioDa with 
iaatruotioDS to make any large iDcomiDg 
bodies of men give au account of tbemaelvea. 
[The officers have been armed with extra 
heavy o»k batons. Rioti drills of the police 
force are taking place and mpanted polioo- 
nion hrive been detailed for duty in the 
northern Buburbs, whiro the Coxey forces 
are expected to enter. With the Federal 
troopa and the diatriot militia to support 
them, the police iiro confident that they are 
capable of meeting any emergency, but as a 
precautionary measure special policemen 
have been enrolled, and it ia cxpeot.ed that 
200 of thorn will bu aworn in and pliiocd i>n 
duty on Monday, the day before Uoxi-y 'a 
propoood pntrance to Washington. 

In the Sena'o yesterday Senator Allen, of 
Nebraska, offered the fuUowing resolution, 
for which ho aeked immediate consideration: 

Whereas, It ia currently reported that un- 
armed, law-abiding and poaouably diupoaed, 
but unemployed cllizona of the United 
States are about to peaceably asaomble in 
Washington to petition the government for 
a rndreas of their grievances, and 

Whereas, Tbreacs of arresting such per- 
sons have been made on their enterinR the 
Distriot of Columbia and City of Washing- 
ton : Xherefoce be it 

Bewlved, First, under the oonstitution of 
the United States citizens of the United 
States, regardless of their rank or state in 
life, have an undoubted and urqueationable 
right to peaceably assemblo and petition the 
government for the redress of their griev- 
ances, at any place within the United 
States where they do not menace or endan- 
ger peraonsor property or disturb the transac- 
tion of business or the free use of the streets 
and highways of the public. 

Second, that such persona have an un- 
doubted riqht to visit or assemble in the 
city of Washington for any and all poace- 
ablo purposes m any portion of the territory 
belonging to the jurisdictiun of the United 
States, at all times being arncaablo tu the 
law for any violation thereof. 

Third, that such persons have a ricrht to 
enter on the Oiipitol grounda of the United 
States and in the capitol itself as fully and 
to as groat/ au extent aa any other cltizons or 
persons aa long .is they do not disturb or 
hinder the trausaotion of public businesa or 
menace the public peace or the rights of per- 
sona and property, and any threat of vio- 
lence to such persons, under such oircom- 
slaucca would be a clear violation of iheir 
conatitutional rights. 

Fourth, that we commend the prompt en- 
forcement of all just conatitutional laws 
looking to the preaervation of the public 
business i^nd the prevention of crime, but 
under pretence of preserving tho public 
peace and the prevention and punishment 
of crime, peaceablo and law-abiding citiKena 
mnst noc be disturbed in tho full and freo 
exercise of their constitutional rights. 

Objection was made to the consideration 
of the resolution and it went over under the 
rules. 

New Youk, April 27 — Coxey, com- 
mander-in-chief of tho commonweal army, 
rested peacefully in New York yesterday, 
and no stately sentinel stood guard about 
his quarters in the Sturtevant houee. 

** 1 am a simple, plain man," said ho 
apologetically to a reporter. "I reck 
nothing of outward show. 1 can get along 
very comfortably witho'iit a retinne, and 
when I travel it is better to be in quiet than 
with the blare of trumpets. I am a meek, 
retiring man, who ahuns notoriety ; yet I 
sm bold, defiant and determined when there 
is a great wrong to be righted. Yes, air. 
the fire and the will and the courage of 
Andrew Jackson fl>ish out when the crying 
voices of theae times appeal to me. 

" Christ has como to earth again, has 
boin re-incarnated. He ia about to begin 
an emancipation of thia ^jrand country that 
has fallen frou) tho hands of tho people, its 
rightful owners, who fought and bled for it, 
into tho clutuhca of tho robbera and tho 
knaves and the hyprcritea. That ia why 
the banner that flies at the head <■{ our army 
bears the likeness of tho new Christ, with 
the inHcripiions ; " Ho bath risen,' ' Peace 
on earth, good will toward men, but death 
to interest on bonds. ' 

" It is siinply the Nazireno astir again 
upon earth, just an it always will ba when 
men get so bad and so abandoned that noth- 
ing but the actual presence of Christ ia able 
to purify them again."

Strqeter WS8 a lake capttln. Years ago 
he anchored a canal- boat just off 
tho lake front, on the North Side. 
Tho waves and the wind swept sedi- 
ment, of all aorta around the boat, until it 
was hard aground. Chicago is a busy place. 
People srumbled at the old hulk aa a nuia- 
ance. Thoy did not atop, however, to think 
what rights as a squatter Straeter was ac- 
quiring. One day the rich residents, N. K. 
Fairbanks and others, wbose fine homes 
looked out upon Streeter's boat; and the mad 
Hat which had grown about it rose in their 
indif^nant might and said the squatter must 
go. Tho captain resisted. He claimed all 
tho land that had formed. He proved resi- 
dence upon it. After ft long time, and by 
invoking the city'sinterferonoe, Streeter was 
forced to move, but ho has been fighting in 
tho courts over since for his rights. Tho 
case has now reached tha Supreme court, 
Streeter's mud flat has grown until a valua- 
tion of §1,000,000 is put upon it. 

WELSH DISESTABLISHMENT. 



TLo LoDfir Expected Bill lutroduced 
iu the House of Com- 
mons. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Asqnitb's Explanations— 
Oppositiou Dennneiation as 
Sacrilegre and Plnnder. 



London', April 27. — Rt. Hon, Herbert H. 
Aequith, Home Secretary, in the House of 

Commons laat evening introduced the bill 
for the diaestabliahment of the Church in 
Wales. For more than a century, ha said, 
the vast majority of Welshmen had regard- 
ed the Church of England in Wales aa an 
aggressive and sectarian power. To them 
it had been a symbol of national discord. 
Tho bill with which the government propos- 
ed to correct this objectionable state of af- 
fairs would cover with its proviaiona Mon- 
mouthshire as well as Wales proper, for the 
people of Monmouthahiro wore Welsh in 
their habits and aentlmonts. Twelve 
parishes in English dioceses would bo 
thus disendowed and dlaestabliahed. 
Oa tho other hand, fourteen parishes in the 
dioccBo of St. Asaph would be transferred to 
Boino English bishopric. The treatment of 
a number of boundary parishes involved 
dcliciitc <|ucstiona and Would bo considered 
therefore hy apooial oominissionera. If the 
bill should bo passed in the present year it 
would become eff«ctive .January 1, 189G, 
when all public and private rights in patron- 
age would become extinct. No Welsh 
bishops would sit in the House of Lords. 
Ecclesiastical law in Wales would cease, and 
the courts would bo deprived of their power. 
The existing dootrinea and ordinances would 
continue, although without tho force 
of law. Thn power to hold synoda 
would bo presorvod and tho church 
would bo empowered to appoint a 
body to hold property in its behalf. Touch- 
ing upon tho subject of diaendowment, Mr. 
Aiquith quoted many figures. Tho gross 
income of tho church in Wales, he said, was 
£'279,000 Thia sum, under tho act, would 
bo applied to national and publio purposes, 
such as providing for hoppitals, nurses, 
pariah halls, libraries and luborera' dwell- 
inga. It would bo applied locally and 
pircchially, and no central fund would be 
created. Thu government jiropoaod to ap- 
point three permanent cornniissionera to 
cirry out tho proviHiora of tho bill. 

Sir Michael Hicks liuach, prcaiilont of the 
board of trade in tho last Salisbury cabinet, 
denounced the government's proposals as 
akin to the legalization of sacrilege and 
plunder. 

Sir Richard Webster, attorney-general 
under Lord Salisbury, spoke with equal 
vigor against the bill.

TBAT FOOLISH SLANDER. 

Tho Nows- Advertiser with oharaoteriatio 
inipudcnco speaks of the otTorts of " speakers 
and newspapers to olear the Government, 
and espeolally the Premier, from the charge 
of having been concerned in the retirement 
of Mr. Brown, M.P.P. for Westminster, from 
an active part in Provincial politics." What 
does our contemporary mean by a "charge 
Is it not an abuse of language to speak of 
an onmitigated lie, invented and oiroulated 
by a man's enemies, as a " charge " ? It is 
generally supposed that those who make a 
charge or prefer an accusation have some 
grounds, sutiiaient or iusufBoient, on which 
to base it. The slander which some un- 
principled kuiive invents to support the 
cause he advocates or to injure those who 
stand in bis way, is not in any proper sense 
a charge. It is simply a bMe oalnmny, and 
should be treated as snch. 

The report that has been raised about tho 
connection of tho Govornment with the re- 
tirement of Mr. Brown is nolhiag more than 
a slander. There is no truth in it, and to 
treat it as if it. were a serious charge is to 
show a respect for those who utter it of 
which they are wholly andeserving. They 
shonld be regarded and treated as liars and 
slanderers, for they are nothing better. 

It will be observed that none of tho Oppo- 
sition nowapapora endeavor to prove that 
their story is true. They quote some words 
whioh were spoken by the Premier in 
debate whioh cannot by the moat per- 
versa ipgennity be diatorted into a 
threat. The attempt of the Opposition 
to construe thoae words into a threat re- 
minds ua of the way in which a thick-lieaded 
controversialist tried to show from tho 
New Testament that snioide was justiSable. 
When proof was demanded he asked, " Is 
it not written in the Bible that Judaa went 
and hanged himself ? " 

But the News- Advertiser, in Thursday's 
issue, is not satiafiod with quoting the 
ridiculously irrelevant paaaago. Knowing 
that DO man of sense would attach to It the 
slightest importance, it endeavors to 
strengthen it by a fl*grant falsehood of its 
own invention. It says : "Denials of Mr. 
Davie's oomplioity %vill only bring forth 
fuller reports of that unlucky speech of hia 
in the Legislature on January 23 last, when 
ho hinted that if no other methdd oonld be 
devised to discipline the member for New 
Westminster oity, some legislation should 
be introdnaed for the pnrpose of 
disqualifying him for a seat in tho House,'' 
As tho News-Advertiser well knows no 
auob hint was over made by the Hon. Mr. 
Davie, and there is nothing to show that he 
oyer dreamed ef taking such action as our 
oontemporary suggests. But tthlike the 
Vancouver organ cll the Opposition to 
endeavor to.substantlate one lie by invent- 
ing another. 

Ihts attempt to injure the Government 
by trylbg to lead the people to believe that 

Mr. Brown was forced to retire from the 
field, of Provincial politics is about the 
feeblest and at tho same time the most 
malicious thatwaaovormado. Itauited aonie 
members of the Opposition to suspeot that 
the Government, or. some member of it, had a 
hand in oompeliing Mr. Brown to retire from 
politics. This suspIcion.wBB spoken of and 



written about as an actual fact. In order 
to give ic the semblanos of truth, something 
that the Horn Mr. Davie said about the in- 
consistency of a servant of the Dominion 
Government occupying a place in a Provin- 
cial Legislature waa construed into "o 
threat" to exclude Mr. Brown from the 
political arena of the Province. Consider- 
ing this not strong enough, the News-Adver- 
tiser goes. a step farther, and transforms this 
" throat " into a " hint " to introduce legis- 
lation to disqualify Mr. Brown. But there 
is not tho lot-at evidence that anything had 
been done to carry tho threat (whioh had 
never been made) Into execiition, and every- 
one knows that nothing was done by the 
Government to introduce legislation for the 
purpose of disqualifying Dominion office- 
holders from occupying seats in the Legisla- 
ture. A moment's reflootionwillsho woven the 
bitterest opponent of tho Govornment, who 
possesses the least intelligence, that this 
Brown election story is false from beginning 
to end, and has not a single solid fact to 
rest upon. 

Tho truth seems to bo that in aaking Mr. 
Brown to choose between his retention of 
the post office and his position in tho local 

LoRislature, the Postmaater-Goneral was 
carrying out tho settled policy of the 
Df-purtment. This is ahowu by tho follow- 
ing circular, whioh was »ent to poutniastora 
in all parts of tho Dominion a littlo moro 
than a yoar ago ; 

Poet Oflflce Department, Canada. 
Ottawa. 26 February, 1893 

Sir,— I am directed to inform you 
th-.t an Order-in-Council h^is been 
pas.sed, bearing date the 6tli in- 
stant, probibitinsr "all employes 
in The ii'side and outside service 
of the Post Office department and 
the Postmasters of inoorporated 
Towns" from seekinsr or acoept- 
ing the mucicipal offices of Mayor, 
Alderman or School Trustee (pub- 
lic or separate). 

Employes to whom this order 
applies, who may now be filling 
any of tlie offices mentioned, may 
complete the term for which they 
were elected ; but it must be dis- 
tinctly understood that they can- 
not enter on another teim of office 
and remain in the service of this 
Department.

Secretary. 

Those who peruse the above document at 
all carefully will bo at no loss to account for 
the action of the Department in the caae nf 
Mr. Brown of Westminster. The Post- 
master-General must have seen- that if it 
was objeetioaable and inexpedient to have 
post ofBoe ofiBoials occupying positions in 
municipalities it was still more objection- 
able and inexpedient to permit them to hold 
offices connected with the Provincial Gov- 
ernments. We see that, according to the 
rule laid down in the oircniar, with regard 
to municipal offices, Mr. Brown was allowed 
to serve out the term for which he was 
elected, but ho was not permitted to enter 
on another term of ofiioo while ho remained 
in tho service of the Department. Mr, 
Brown, if he is as shrewd a man as we take 
him to be, saw as soon as he read the cir- 
cular that if he wished to continue 
in the Legislature of the Province after tho 
House waa dissolved, he must resign his 
office of I'oatinustor. \\ o cannot aeo how 
he could poeaibly come to any other conclu- 
sion. And it will have to be admitted that 
the ooorse pursued by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment is the ricbt one. A man cannot 
serve two masters. A contiagonoy might at 
any time ariso in which Mr. Brown would 
have to choose between the interests of the 
Dominion Government and the interests of 
the people of the Province of British Co- 
lumbia. He could not be faithful to both 
masters. 

The News-Advertiser must now see that 
it has gone a long and a crooked way 
round to account for a very sitnplo and a 
very straightforward transaotiou. If tho 
Poatmaater of New Westminster is not 
eligible to be elected a City ijohool Trustee 
it is not to be supposed that he is eligible 
for election to the Provincial Legislature. 



THE BBOINNING OF THE END. 

The Industrial Army has at last come into 
colliaion with tho authoritiea, Every think- 
ing man saw that this muat come to pass 
sooner or later. Binda of sturdy beggars 
could not go long roaming about the United 
States without violating the law in some 
way ; and the Government would be com- 
pelled to take cognizance of their action. 
The wonder is that they refrained so long 
from committing outrages. 

Tho slaoknoas of thoae who are entrusted 
with the preservation of tho property of the 
citizens and tho enforcement of tho law muat 
strike Canadian readers of the nowspapers 
with surprise. When the six hundred 
thieves ran off with the train from Butte 
there was no one to pursue them. A telegram 
says, "United States Marshal Mo- 
Dermott is in Butte unable to 
go after tho army as he can- 
not got deputies who will go i^with him. 
He is endeavoring to have the Government 
issue orders to the commandant at Fort 
Keogh, whioh they will pass to-night at 
midnight, to have tho troops stop the train 
ond hold tho army until ho can roach them, 
to aorve tho warrants ho has for tho arrest 
of tho loaders," One would think that the 
ofiSoers of the law would have no trouble in 
getting the Government to issue the neces- 
sary ordera to intercept and capture tho 
thieves. It does not appear that tho Indus- 
trials had tho least trouble in appropriating 
tho train. Tho authorities seem to have 
been asleep or paralyzed, and tho men went 
off with the train they had stolen triumph- 
antly.

appears to be astounding. They started 
at express -.speeds They did not 
warn the ^trains' that might be 
on the road; ■ They 4id nbtstop to inquire 
whether there were' trains in motion that 
could not be signalled in time to get out of 
their way, On they went regardlosa of 
their own safety or the safety of others. 
There was luckily no . collision.'.' They did 
not seem to fear thab anyone would' feel 
justified in putting obstacles in tho wu}' of 
the stolen train. Nothing could have been 
easier than for some unprluoipled railway 
employe to have displaced a rail in some 
lonely and dangerous part of tho road for 
the purpose of wrecking the train and kill- 
ing and mutilating those that were stealiDg 
a ride. 

At Livingstone au attempt waa made to 
capture the train by a posse of constables, 
but the thieves resisted the officers cf 
the law, and two lives were lost. 
This, we fear, is only the begin- 
ning of troubles. Before the different 
bands are dispersed and tho country cleared 
of tho tramp legion other outragea will be 
committed. It is evident that the " army " 
has very little respect for the civil enforcers 
of the law. Sheriffs and constables arc of 
small account in their estimation. They can 
safely defy a company of deputy marshals 
who have no other arms than their revolvers. 
But it is diO'oreut when tlicy come in con- 
tact with disciplined men. Mere numbers, 
when opposed to regular soldiers, are of lit- 
tlo avail. A very small body of well armed 
and well disciplined men can do pretty 
much as they like with on unarmed or badly 
armed mob. It ia too much to expect that 
tho contingents, somo of tliem (|uito larpe, 
will consent to diaperso peaceably, without 
having accomplished anything. And this is 
what they will have to do, tor the people of 
the United States are surely not so fatuous 
as to permit their Government even to 
appear to be overawed by a mob. 



SCOLDISO AGAIN. 

We are greatly surprised that the Times 
ahould scold us so violently as it doea about 
our very mild remarUa on its ariiclo on 
Warning tho Sealers. Nothing waa further 
from our intention than to say anything 
oflenaive. It, it appoars, attached greater 
weight to what our Ottawa correspondent 
said about Behring Sea matters than we did 
oursolves. We road tho telegrama care 
fully, but we did not think ourselves war 
ranted in drawing from them the samo con- 
clusions as our contemporary did. We 
thought it best to wait to see how matters 
would develop themselves before we said 
anything editorially on the subject. The 
event proved that, to a certain extent, 
wo wero right, and wo hope 
that our f&ith in the reasonableoesa 
and the justice of the British Government 
will be proved to be well grounded. We 
did not " berate " our contemporary or ap 
ply to it iojurioua epithets, and we are very 
certain that wo did not "distort" its state- 
ments malignantly or in any other way. 
Although «■(! btlievo tliit in thia matter it 
acted a littlo too hastily, ue never thought 
of questioning its sanity. Tho scolding 
habit is a very bad and a very foolish one. 
Why doGs not our contemporary try to get 
a cure for it?

An Enthusiastic Meeting— Tlie Blinia 
terial Policy Heartily Supported 
Amid Mnch Batbusiasm- 



At tho meeting held In Vancouver on 

Wednesday evening to select ministerial 
candidates for tho repreaeutatiou of the 
city of Vancouver, tho delegates announced 
thu nominations of Capt. R. G. Tatlow, J. 
W. Home, M.l'.P. , Mayor B. A. Anderson, 
J. A. Russell and ex-Mayor D. Oppen- 
heimer. Mr. Opijouheimor declined nom- 
ination, though thankful for tho honor done 
him. Tho mooting was then thrown open 
while tho four nominees gave expression to 
their viowa. 

Capt. Tatlcv said it wiiS incumbent on tho 
candiciaten in the forthcoming election to 
como out llil-flooted nither ua Government 
or Oppositioniats. Ho observed tho groat- 
oat integrity and ability in the Gov- 
ernment. Tho Opposition bad no pol- 
icy — no semblance of a policy. The 
Government had a liberal policy 
us regards the opening up of tho country, 
especially tho interior. One thing which 
should be urged on the Government was the 
necessity of aiding in the construction of a 
graving dock at this port. Another thing 
was tho establiahtnent of the Provincial 
university near Vancouver, and the 
immediate institution of a Normal school. 
Ho would also urge upon the Government 
tho repeal of the mortgage ta\-, which bears 
heavily on the farmers and borrowers. 

J. W. Home, M.P.I'., said that four 
years ago ho hod gone to Victoria ao an In- 
dfpendont. Tho Independent party cumo 
out on a very broad platform, but when they 
got together their viowa were very muchdiver- 
sitied. Some were out andoutOppositiooists, 
others were the slaves of a few narrow ideas. 
Ho could not support those ideas as 
iigainst the progress of the Frovinoe. He 
had to vote for the best interests of 
British Colambia,and had aooordlngly given 
the government an independent support. 
In the tirst session after his election the 
School act waa amended, then the land laws 
were improved so as to curtail speculation, 
and last but not least tho redistribution had 
been so fixed that ho thought tho Main- 
land had goc tho big end of the stick. 
They hid expected that the Opposition and 
Independent mombors would pick holes in 
the measure, but all their arguments wore 
practically in favor of tbo bill. (Hoar, 
hear ) It would ba impoBsiblo to frame ono 
that would be more ((juitable. During his 
four years in rarliamont ho had found that 
whenever anything for tho general good of 
the country was brought forward the Gov- 
ernment supported it with both hands ; ho 
waa therefore prepared to stand or fall as a 
Government supporter. 

11 avint; detailed the many ways in which 
ho had been able to promote the iuteresta c f 
Vuncouvi r in parliament, Mr. Homo con- 
tinued, that if again elected ho would do 
the best he could for tho oity. Ho believed 
it to be ono of the most important pniius on 
thePucilic Coast and in time it would tnke 
its place among tho chief cities of the Do- 
minion. ( Protonced cheers )

Large Diatriets Suitable for Farmiug 
—fir. Dawsou's fistimate 
Too Law. 



(From the Junoau Mlninp; News.) 
Tho improsaions which must of ua have of 
AlnaUa are derived from our experience of 
tho climate in tiie Kaeteru and Middle 
Western States. Knowiog that the winter 
c'.imato of Maino in latitude 46 to 48 de- 
grees is severe, we are apt to oooolnde that 
the temperature oi a territory all ol which 
Ilea north of 64 and most of it north of 60 
degrees is aaoh that suooeasfal development 
is out of the qnoetioa. When to this wo 
add the existenoe of the great) monatain 
ranges with their glaoiers, the whole maicea 
a picture of ra'ther a forbidding oharaocur, 
and we oome to regard the country aa sim- 
ply a place for the resort oi eighb-seers who 
lovo nature in her wildest formsi or of ad. 
venturers in search of gold and ready to 
sacriGce almost everything to find the yel- 
low metal. 

We ought rather to oonipiro Alaska with 
oorreapouding latitudeB in Europe to form 
an Boeurato oonoeptioo. The moat eoutherly 
point in AlaBka ia in about the 8aiiin IueI- 
tude as Aberdeen, Scotland. Tltertfore, it 
follows that a couBidorablo part of .SjoiUml, 
apart of Denmark, uU Norway, till bur. " 
aniall part of Sweden and about half i:f 
European Russia lie further north than ih.i 
southern extremity of Alaska. Tho pn ut 
bend of tho Yukon is near the Arctic circle, 
which in Russia pnaaos through proviuciif 
having a population ot 000,000 and upwardn. 
In Europe heiween this parallel of latitude 
within which AInaka lies Ihfre ia a popula- 
tion of about 20,01)0,000 people. And as 
the gulf stream uinelioratea tho climate of 
that portion of tho old world, bo tho Japan 
onrrent makes tho olimate of Ala&ka butter 
adapted to Eettlement than uro the corres- 
ponding latitudes on the eastern coast of 
North America. If it were not for the groat 
mountain ranges Alaska would be quite 
equal if not superior to ony part of Europe 
between the eaine parallels. 

The unfavorable effect of the mountain 
area upon the clioiato and tho agricultural 
oapabiiitiea of Alaska is much more limited 
than is generally supposed. Recent explor- 
ations add one more item of proof to the 
generally recognized proposition that the 
impressions formed of a little known coun- 
try are almost invariably wrong. 

If reference ie had to any good map it 
will be noted that the eastern boundary of 
Northern Alaska and tho northern bound- 
ary of Briliah Columbia meet on the GOth 
parallel and form a rit'ht au^le. That por- 
tion of the Canadian Northwest which lies 
in this angle has been explored by Dr. Daw- 
son of tho Canadian geological survey and 
he says it can sustain a population of 1,000,- 
000 from agriculture alone. ^Vhorevor Dr. 
Dawson's estimates have been tested by 
more detailed explorations they have almost 
invariably been found to ba from fifty per 
cent, and upward too low. Tnia fact p la- 
sers a two fold interest in connection with 
the development of Alaska, but the point 
wo wish to illustrate by it now ia that tho 
oouditiona which Dr. Dawson found exist- 
ing caat of tho Alaskan boundary probably 
continue west of it, that is into our terri- 
tory, and that if. is highly prohablu that on 
the mainland of Alaska, tind south of the 
Yukon river, there ia a very considerable 
urea suited to the cultivation of the hardier 
grains and vegetables. This conclusion ia 
fully borne out by the reports received from 
prospectors and othera who have visited tho 
country. 

It is well known that the Alaskan penin- 
sula and archipelago are largely adapted to 
Stock raising and dairy farming. No one 
pretends that there ia not couslderable 
waste land, or that wheat and fruit cm be 
advantageously grown, but the growth of 
grass is lazuriant, rye and barley thrive, 
and potatoes and tornipa and the common 
field and Etarden vegetables are profitable 
crops. To say that the agriculture of insu- 
lar and mainland Alaska is equal to tho re- 
quirements of a million people is probably to 
state tho case moderately. 

The existence of oxtonaivo and valuable 
gold deposits in the int:erior of AUiska is 
well knovTo, F.-oin year to yeai [?rocre^i9 is 
mad" |n 'ibvoioplng them, but tho rato 
progreaa is very slos', the reason being that 
tho way to get into the interior is beset with 
enormous diffijukien. Tho journey across 
the Chilcttt Cjouulalns from Junnau ia an 
undertaking of almost appalling difflaulties, 
while tho Yukon louto has not yet been 
fully civilized, and there are no trails from 
the terminus of eteamboat navigation. The 
British Columbia legislature has made an 
appropriation for a trail to the head waters 
of tho Yukon, whicih are within that 
province, and it seems altogether likely 
that the best way to reach our Alaskan 
gold fields may be through the Britiah prov- 
ince. The construotion of a railway through 
the low passes of the Rockies, near the 
fifty-fourth parallel, so as to oonnoct the 
rich and fertile Peace river country with 
the sea, is certain of accomplishment within 
a few years. When this has been done we 
will witness the rapid developmeat of that 
groat gold bearing region which begins at 
Cariboo and extends northward between 
the Rockies and tho Cascades, as far as ex- 
Dioration has gone, This will take in tho 
Alaska gold flelda. Tho development will 
be facilitated by tho existence of tho largo 
agricultural area above rtfcned to,

VIENNESE STaiKERS. 

Great Iiicreiise in Tliclr Numbers— Great May 
Day Di'iiioiiRtratloii. 

ViKNNA, April 27.— Tho 11, 000 atriUera 
in this city will be joined on Monday by 
40,000 men from the building tr^xUi. ThcHo 
-(0,000 men have demanded higher wagca, 
but the master ; builders and contractors 
h«ve refuted 10 grant their demands.

NAILED TO THE CEOSS. 



The Terrible Experience of the Late 
Dr. Bredemeyer in Far 
Medea. 



A Story Which Beads Like a Chapter 
of Kndyard Kip- 
ling. 



A short time ago a genteleman by tho 
name of William Bredemoyor, a Prussion 
by birth and a mining export by profession, 
died in Tacoma. He was a quiet, unob- 
trusive chap and considered by those who 
kuow him to ba but an everydsjr citizen of 
the Oiinimonplace type save that he had a 
fondueua fur joining sfccret societies, and ut 
the time of rin ne<ii.h belonged to nearly 
every ori;auiz*tion of tin- kind in exiatenco. 
H(! dud of p.»ralyuis in a njost orthodox 
wuy, but when tho undertakers began to 
prepare his body for burial they found a 
Miostourioua scar upon his right liand. At 
one timo there had been a hole made by 
some sort of sharp instrument in the palm, 
going in at one side and coming out at tho 
other. 

There was aome speculation in regard to 
its origin, whon suddenly ouo of tho under- 
taker's apsiatants uttered an exclamation of 
astonishment and held up tho decoaaed'a 
loft hand. There was a precisely identical 
scar upon that also. Men do not gouerally 
have bullet holes through both hands, and 
Brodomeycr had aho similar scars upon 
each foot. Tho right hand scar was not as 
long as tho left hand one by an inch. Both 
were between tho bones of tho thumb and 
forefinger in the thickest part of the palm. 
The left hand soar was two and one- half in- 
ches long, and on both eidesof the hands the 
scars set out like mountain ranges, com- 
pared with tho sizo of the hands, the serrat- 
ed top ridges of the ugly marks being white 
and smooth, like snow-capped peaks. They 
were exactly like the marks of cruolfision, 
and little wonder, for crucified Bredemeyer 
bad been, although he had never told the 
story to any one, and the f aot was unknown 
until the record of his own life waa foand 
among his papers after his death. 

Dr. Bredemeyer was a graduate of the 
university at Bann, and had qualified aa a 
member of the Pruasian pioneer engineer 
corps. That was in ISG'2 The next year 
ho entered the Dutch-India service as a 
mining engineer and expert, and advanced 
atep by atcp in hia chosen profeesion until 
1808, when nhe King of Burmah mado him 
cliief engineer of the fanioue ruby ininea in 
the northern part of that country. Brede- 
nii-yer had hoad(|aartera at Medea, in tho 
ruby mine diatiict, where big sapphiies are 
alao found. Tho ininea are jealously guard- 
nl and all tho prcciuua stones belong to tho 
King- From the ruby and sapphire harvest 
the King realizes from $50,000 to $75,000 a 
year. 

North of Medea, in the lofty mountains, 
there were some ruby mines which tho King 
had not had prospected for \'arioua reasons. 
No white man had ever ventured into tho 
mounlainaof tho North among tho half-civil- 
ized Singpohs, who, while pirtially recoR- 
nizing the authority of the King, were un- 
ruly and barbaric. Thither the King sent 
Bredemeyer. 

Hia advent was the signal for great ex- 
citement among tho Siogphos. They had 
never seen a white man, and notwithstand- 
ing BredeiiKiyer announced his mission under 
authority of tho King tho Singphoa were 
not aati'fiod. Their cupidity gob the better 
of their loyalty ; they thought more of their 
rubies and sapphires than they did of the 
King's mandates, They decided to crucify 
the white man if he did not ilee the country. 

A handful of soldiers were with Brede- 
mei'or, perh;iD2 Sfty a!l told, but Ihou there 
wore a. 500, 000 inhubitunli'. Tiiu iiiugphoa 
wero not afralii of the soldiers, l^rudenicyer 
refused to leave the country umil he had 
carried out the orders of tho King. The 
Singphoa declared war. ^redemeyer'a 
Boldiers went into ambush, only to surren- 
der tho mining expert when the nutivea 
swor'pod down upon thtm. 

Wliiio tho soldiers were scurrying about 
for reiutorcementa the natives nailed Brodo- 
meyer to a oross mado of two pieces of the 
native oil wood. Crude pieces of iron, with 
rough edges and slightly sharp i.t tho end, 
were brought, oud using atones for sledges 
the natives drove tho irons through Brede- 
meyer's hands and feet. 

There was great excitement, and the bar- 
barians In their haste mashed the engineer's 
toes and fingers. Before the brutal work of 
nailing Bredemeyer to the cross was finished 
he beoame partially unoonsoieQB. Tbo shock 
was almost fatal. The last thing ho dis- 
tinctly remembered woatho swarming Sing- 
phoa, looking like devils, with their flat 
faces, broad skulls, straight black hair, 
deep brown akins. As a rulo tho natives 
wear linen wrapped about their hips. Those 
cloths are called ingios, and aa Bredemeyer 
lapsed into unconaoiouaneas ho rcniombered 
that tho ingios of tho masters of tho barbaric 
ceremony wore beamearod with hia own 
blood. 

When Bredemeyer had been nailed to the 
cross the natives prepared to raise it and 
fasten the end nearest his foot into the 
ground. At that instant the soldieis re- 
turned with reinforcements and routed tho 
natives. Bredemeyer was carried buck to 
Medea. Tho crucifixion occurred at about 
noou; at noon tho next day hia wounds wore 
dresaed. Tho rainy aeaaon had not aot in 
and it wan very w'vrm, and under the unfor- 
tunate conditions it waa foatod gangrene 
would Bot in. Ho waa cired for tenderly 
under directions from the King, and being 
accustomed to great hardships, ho epeedily 
recovered, but never again ventured into 
tho land of tlie Singphoa. — S. F. Examiner.

Tenders for Police Dniforms— License 
Fees for Peddlers and 
Hawkers. 




A special meoting of tho Boird of Alder, 
■men WftS held yescorday af cernoon in the 
Mayor'd parlor. His Worship preelding, and 
Aid. StyloB, Koith-Wilaon, Harris, Baker, 
Munn, Dwyer uud HumphreyB attending. 

The first matter to roceivo consideration 
■was the aapply of summor uniforms, caps 
and footwear for tho city pulico. Tendora 
were received for tho manufaoturo of shoes 
■from R. Maynard (who (juoted §B per pair 
as his price), H. Macaoll (who asltod §C for 
French calf or §5.25 for Canadian calf), and 
Georgo H. Maynurd (whoao figures ranged 
fron) SI. 50 to §8 per puir). 

For tho olotliing, made to order, Goorgo 
Roberta quoted §17 50 per suit for consta- 
bles, and $18 50 each for tho uniforms for 
the chief aud sergeants: Thomas uud Grunt 
enclosed samples of fifteen tjualities of cloth, 
at $17 to S- 1 for enoh suit; \V. D. Kiunaird 
asked 510-5O to J25 for various styles and 
qualities; aud M. H. Firth tendered at i^lS 
to $25 for suits made to samplo selected. 
There were no bids for tho supply of police 
caps. After a critical examination of 
samples tho several tenders wore referred to 
Aid. Baker, Humphreys uud Dwyer, as an 
expert committee, to award the contract to 
the most generally satisfactory tenderer. 
The majority of tlio cloth sumplta were, bo- 
fore being passed over to the coumiittec, 
subjected to microocopic e-xamiuation, the 
'firo tost, tho water test, and nuiuoroua other 
trials, all of which they stood euccosafully. 

One tenderer addressed tho Council as 
" Your Humble aud Honorable Body," and 
the humility of the board was further 
-empfaasized at frequeat intervals all the 
way through to the aignatare. This re- 
minded the Mayor of a letter be had reoently 
received, in which be was addressed as 
" Your Royal Highness/' a title whioh the 
writer evidently cboughti woal4 certfiiuly 
please His Worabi|>. 

The euge;estion to have the Police Com ■ 
-miaafoncrs and the Chief of Police award 
the necessary contracts did not meet with 
favor, Miyor Teague pronouncing tho adop 
tion of buch a coureo tho establishment of an 
undesirable precedent. Ho favored the set- 
tloment of the question, and of all matters 
of the kind, by the members of tho Council, 
and hoped that tho committee named, while 
observing all due economy, would purchase 
good things for the police. 

" A city should dress its police neatly and 
in taste," observed His Worship. " Visit- 
ors are ((uiok to notice and draw their in- 
ferences from such things as tho appearance 
of slovenly dreased oliioers about the 
atreota. " 

On tho motion of Aid. Keith-Wilaon, 
seconded by Aid. Humphreys, hy.lawa were 
introduced to raiae tho sum of §100,000 for 
sewerage purposes, to grant aid to the Pro 
vincial Royal Jubilee hospital, and to raise 
the sum of §25,000 for tho purpose of 
acquiring the grounds and improvements of 
the British Columbia agricultural associa- 
tion for agricultural and industrial exhibi- 
tion purpc-ies. 

The Hawkers and Peddlers by-law waa 
next brouijht forward, 

Ald. Kkith Wilson explaining that it 
was introduced with the object of enabling 
the city to tako advantage of the additional 
powers granted under recent amendments to 
the Muuicipal act. It was necessary that 
the operations of hawkers and peddlers 
should be brought under control, aud that 
the city should realize, and be in a position 
to collect, i;he revenue usually derived from 
tblB class of the community. 

Ald MiTSN thought that the diiBcultv 
bad arisen in tho past through the imper- 
fect definition tf "hawking" and "ped- 
dling." He was of opinion that the proper 
action to be taken was in the direction of 
amending the Revenue by-law in this re- 
speot. Two by-laws to aooomplisb tho 
result obtainable by one were oonfustng as 
well as unnecessary. 

The new by-law fix'og $20 for each six 
mon<^^ha as the license fee for peddlers and 
hawkers, 

ALU. Humphreys advocated a redaction 
as likely to increase instead of diminish the 
revenue accruing from this source. 

Ii; was gouorally agreed that the principle 
of the ty law was all right, but in order 
that all doubts may be removed as to which 
by-law should be amended the matter was 
laid over. 

In committee, the Council made a ftw 
necessary alterations to tho sewerage loan 
by-law, the Jubilee Hospital aid by-law, and 
the Agricultural Association grounds by- 
law, fixing tho date for tho issuance of thu 
debentures and tho time for tho taking 
effect of tho by-laws. The voting ou these 
three by-laws is fixed for Tuesday, the 15tb 
of May proximo.

Cbamberg, 

DIVISIONAL COURT. 
(Boforo Crease and Wnlkom, J J. ) 

Baker v. Dalby, IS:kliantyno and Clax- 
ton — This waa an appeal from an order of 
Mr. Justice Drake, refusing the application 
of the plaintifif to sign judgment under Order 
XIV. Argument was heard on tho lUth 
instant ; the court now delivered judgment 
dismissing the appeal with costs on tho 
ground that the writ was not specially 
endorsed and that the action, being on a 
covenant to indemnify, could not bo said to 
bo to recover a liquidated demand in money, 
the very nature of tho damage showing that 
it muat be unliquidated. In addition to 
this tho facts disoloaod in tho plaintiff's 
affidavit, which presumably sot forth tho 
true cause of tho action, showed that the 
endorsement could not possibly bo correct. 
Mr. A. K. MoPhillips (MoPhillipa, Wootton 
& Barnard) for tho plamtifT, appellant ; Mr, 
F. B. Gregory (Belyea & Gregory) for the 
dofend*nls, respondents. 

The judgment of Walkem, J., was as fol- 
lows ; 

" This is an appeal from a refusal by Mr. 
Justice Draku to allow tho plaintiif to enter 
judgment under Order XIV. The endorse- 
ment on tho plaintiff's writ is as follows: 
'The plaintill's claim ib for principal duo 
under a covenant to pay tho sum of §1000 
on tho 20th of February, 1892, contained in 
an agreement undor seal dated the 2Gch day 
of February, 18i)l, entered into between 
plaintiff and defendants.' The covenant re- 
ferred to ia not i\ covenant to pay §1,000, or 
any other speoifio sum of money, but one to 
• indemnify and aavo harmleaa him ' — the 
plaintiff — ' against and from ' tho payment 
of certain moneys due by him to one Parker, 
whioh indebtedness the defendants agreed 
to personally assume and disobarge. Tho 
Remedy for the breaoli of BUoh« oovenanc 
would obviously be unliquidated damages,

Now, a judgaieot 
under Order XIV can only bo given where 
the plaintiifs writ of sumoioos is specially 
endorsed, aooording to Bale of Order III, 
for a ' debc or liquidated demand.' The 
present claim, being neither ono nor the 
other, is, therefore, not within tho rule, and 
hence cannot be the subject of special en- 
dorsement. The endorsement in question is 
inaccurate, inasmuch as it mia-statea the 
cause of action, and iu that reppcct differs 
from tho plaintiff's ufBdavit, which comctly 
sots forth his claim as being ono for indem- 
nity. The decision of the learned judge, 
though given upon other grounds than the 
above, nmst be uphold, and this appeal dis- 
allowed with coats." 

{(Before Croiso and McCreiirlil, J J.) 

B. C. Ironworks v. Busot/ — This waa 
an action tried at Vancnuvi-r before Mr. 
Justice Walkem ard a opocial jury, reeul',- 
iug in a verdict of §2,r),')0 for plitiutill". On 
the (|ueatiou an to piirtnerBhip, (iiio of tlui 
defendants, Robu Mueller, contended that 
she had merely advanced certain sums of 
money to the defendantR and was in no way 
a partner nor liable as suoh, Roea Mueller 
did not attend In oourt, her evidence, which 
was taken by oommisston at Minneapolis, 
being rtad at the trial before tho jury. The 
defendant, Rosa Mueller, now moves for a 
new trial before tho Divtsinnal Court. The 
grounds for the motion, whioh is made by 
Mr. A. J. MoColl, Q C, are that tho ovi- 
donoe did not diBoloae suoh a stato of facta 
aa constitutes Mrs. Mueller a partner ; that 
tho farthest extent to whioh it goes ia that 
she loaned certain money to tho other de- 
fendants upon which she haa received and 
is to roceivo interest ; that certain evidence, 
namely, that of J. B. McArthur, waa 
wrongly admitted ; that certain other evi- 
dence waa wrongly rejucted,.and on tho 
ground of non-direction on tho part of the 
judge. Mr. L G. McPhillipa, Q.C.and 
Mr. A. E. McPhillipa appear for tho ro- 
spondonts. 

Tho case oooupied tho time of tho oourt 
yesterday, and will bo continued to-day. 

Aspland v. Hampaon & Co. — In thia cuso 
Mr. Justice Walkem gave judgment yester- 
day morning in Chambers on un interesting 
point of law. The judgment ia as follows : 

" This application ia made, under tho 
proviflions of section 21 of tho ' Execution 
act ■ (Chap. 42, Con, S. 1888) on behalf of 
several olerks and servants lately employed 
by the defendant, for an order, directing the 
receiver appointed in this aotion to pay 



them certain amounts due to them rcuprct- 
iv«ly for wugf « The ground of the appli- 
cation is that thi appointment of u receiver 
was equivalent to legal execution. Tho sec- 
tion referred to ia as 'ollows : ■/ In case of a 
writ of /if'.ri facian, or execution Bgainat 
goods or laud, any clerk, servant or work- 
man, to whom the execution debtor or per- 
Bon against whom tho procesa isauea ia in- 
debted for aalary or wages, may apply by 
summODB in Chambers to a judge of the 
court out of which the prooeBa isBUBP, and it 
shall be lawful for suoh judge, upon such 
application, and upon proof of the claim of 
such clerk, servant, laborer or workman, to 
order so much as shall bo duo to hini from 
the execution debtor, for salary or wages, 
not oxcciding three inontba' urreara, to be 
paid to the applicant, out of the proceeds, if 
any, of the execution, in pri forcnco to the 
claim of tlio execution creditor,' oic. 

" Tbia nc'Ction was suhs((|ueiitly amended 
by po.'itpnning the prefurenco thua given to 
cluiiiiH for wages, to tho payment of 
the execution creditor's costs of action, 
but noihing turns upon this. The 
appointmi n'. of a receiver is not execution, 
liy Order XLII, Rule 8, the term ' writ of 
execution'' shall include ' writ of Jieri facias, 
i-apia'i, pr(|uii8tration and attachment, and 
alt aubsc(| leiit writs that may isauo for giv- 
ing ell'i-'ci. thereto,' and the the term ' isauing 
execution' against any parties, shall moan 
' the issuing of any such process against his 
peraon or properly as under tho preceding 
rule of this order shall be applicable to the 
case.' 

" The process referred to means the writs 
of possession, delivery, attachment, and 
sequestration, that are mentioned in Rules 
•I, 5, C, and 7, of the Order. As observed 
by Cotton, L J., in ro Sheppard '13, Ch. D. 
135, ' V\ hat a person gets by tho appoint- 
mont of the receiver, is not txeoution, but 
equitable relief whioh is granted on the 
ground that there is no remedy by execution 
at law.' 

" Since writing tho above, I find that tlio 
preaent qneation has beon very recently ho- 
foro tho Queen's Bench Division in Kngland, 
and that the opinion I have expreaaed upon 
it ia correct. (See Norburn v. Norburn, 
1891, 1 Q B. 418 ) The application muat 
be disnuaaod with costs."

In Chambers yesterday before Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkem an application under Order 
XIV, for judgment for S2|026..16 asd OOStB, 
waa granted in the case of the Anies, Hoi- 
den Co. v. Royal Canadian Fa'ekiog Co.

The meeting of creditors of Green, Wor- 
look & Co. held In the Y. M. C. A. hall last 
evening wua considerably enlived by one or 
two pausages at arms between Mr. Fell on 
the one side and disaatisSed creditors on tho 
other. There were about one hundred per- 
sona present, all creditors or proxies admit- 
ted on presentation of their crodeutiali at 
the door and signing their names. 

Though called forV o'olools it was an hour 
lat'Cr before tho preliminaries were settled, 
and on motion of Hon. Lovi \V. Myera, Mr. 
Noah Shakespeare took tho chair, Mr. J. H. 
Brown being chosen aBBccrotary. 

Tho Chairman waa sorry to trouble the 
creditors to como to another meeting, but it 
was all duo, ho auid, to tho indiirercuco of 
chR uBsipneta that tho present mooting was 
called. Ho read the advartleomont calling 
• ho meeting, the reason for It being, ho ex- 
plained, that the assignees had not taken 
uttpt to have Hon. Mr. Beaven appointed to 
u.»aiv\, ^ho asBlgnoes as rcquestod by tho 
oredi.'ors. As to tho reaolution passed at 
last; meetlni; in regard to remunera- 
Lioij, not a piitiolo of notice had 
lieeji tuken t,f il by the aoBigueea. 
Tha liiaifjiieeH haii u good fat billot, 
and they wauled l>i hang on to it. {Hear, 
tiear ) U» read the aBuigneos' dociaion in 
re ganl to Mr. Beaven, sent to Mr. Chaa. 
liaywaid, ohaiimau of the lust meeting. 
The referesco in the last part of this letter 
was an intentional slur on Hon. Mr, Beaven, 
no doubt. Since the receipt of the assignees 
refusal to carry ont the wishes of theered-' 
itoLi:, .Mr. Bodwell had been consulted on 
tho lpg%! aspssts of the case, and tho result 
was a series of resolutiona that would bo 
presented to the meeting for their approval. 
Tho intended application to the courts would 
not complicate the alTairaof the bank at all, 
as sonio people seemed to think. Some- 
thing certainly had to be done. Why, only 
yesterday tho asaiguee.'i iiad been asked by 
t%vo creditors, Mr. John Kioaman and Mr. 
Smith, for a copy of a list of creditors or 
for permiaaion to ueo tho Hut for tho purpose 
of copying it, but tiiey had bean refused, on 
tho oxcuto that it would not bo in tho in- 
terest of the eatnte to furnioli il.

Mr. S. Perry Mills wanted to hove two 
barrola to his gun. If the court refused to 
romovo one of the truateea let tho same 
application ask for tho appointment of a 
fourth. He wanted it understood dia- 
tinotly, however, that ho favored removal, 
Mr. A. Wilson thought the resolutions 
should bo passed. Ho never know of a 
more impertinent reply sent by anyone than 
that made by tho truateea to tho creditors 
in their last letter. Uo hud tho greatest 
confidence in one of the trustees, ho would 
say, and that ono tho most brueque in bis 
manner of tho 'three; the others should bo 
removed. The creditors were compelled 
to appeal to the courts and he hoped 
there wonld not be a dissentient voice to tho 
resolution. 

Mr, Beokwitb wanted to know before the 
vote was taken if it was possible that, this 
application being granted, the trustees could 
appeal to the Privy Council and keep tho 
creditors out of their money for four or five 
years. 

The Chairman did not know, but feltthere 
was no alternative but to apply to the 

courts. 

Mr. Bell asked if two wore to bs removed 
why waa not Mr. Yates to go too, for ho 
muat bo equally guilty with the others. 

(Laughter.) 

Mr. Kinamon oxplftinod that thoy desired 
to aot with duo moderation. 

Tim resolutions were put and carried, two 
persons voting in tho negative. 

Mr. G. H. Brown said there had been 
many rumors in circulation, and bo had the 
following questions which some people 
would like to have answered.

2. Ia it tho Intent ion of tho nasigneea to ren- 
der tno credltorfl a full and detailed Htateiiient 
of tho bank's allaira up lo the time thoy took 
charge f 

3. AS Trustee Yates stated at tho laut meet- 
ing th'it there had been diacretftocios in the 
management ot tho bank— have not tho credit- 
ors a right to know what iheao diacropanciea 
consist 01 ( 

4. Is it true that n deposit receipt was given 
by tho bank, shortly bororo its failure, to a per- 
son or petsoDS for a largo amount of money, 
fur wlilch no equivalent whs rocoivod ? 

5. li it also tiue that a • ortaln person or per- 
Hons havo boon secured slnoo th-j deeri of as- 
aignrneni was made, but botoro il waa re- 
corded f 

(). Ih it true that tho atock owned by tho late 
A. A. (Jreon in tho Great \V'enle>n hotel com- 
[lany WHS made over lo Mr T. Fell, and it ao 
what waa tlio couBidoralion ! 

Mr, Fell being asked to reply to 
theso questions, answered in regard 
to No 1 that certainly <'if Mr. Fell docs 
any work he expecte to get paid for it. Ho 
does not work for nothing." It was for tho 
creditors to say whether he did that work 
well or not. He went on to state in regard 
to the aasignces that they were not ap- 
pointed by Mr. Worlock, but that tho whole 
m'^tter of their oppointment ha''; been left 
in his (Mr. Fell's) hands. Aa co liis re- 
muneration, hn waij (iniil by fixed fees, and 
if anyone «r(ia diabati'fiod hia bill could Le 
taxed. As to his ocrvioes, his stand- 
ing nero we.a suoli that ho had no 
occitionjjjjtn go bogging. To iiuoaliiin 2, 
ho certainly believed it ia the intention 
of tho OBoigneea to render a full statement. 
They liad, however, been hamporeii aa as- 
oigneea never wore before, and anlogonism 
had been shown them from tho first. False 
statenieuls had been made by ono particular 
man who wheti cornered had denied having 
made them. As to fishy transaclioiis there 
waa only ono he know of, and that v.'nn prob- 
ably by tho man who gave all tho faloo in- 
formatioD. He did not know of any dia- 
oropanoies. As to No. 4 question, no such 
deposit receipt was given.

an opportunity uf moeting Mr. Fell to re- 
liev) ilia li'in'Ji 

Turcliig to fiU.-o!ii;n 0, Mr. Fell 
oreat'-d a sens.,; ion bv' statli'g tha'' 
the only p'.'rson ho know of ua trylr.g to get 
Sf cured after tho aaaignment was Hon Levi 
\V. Myero, who camo to him and asked if 
OH'tAiii accounts oould not bo arranged to 
Btcurohim. In regard lo himself (Mr. Fell J 
he had had a lien on tho property for Jecs 
for two years— 6olicltor'fl foes. Z:b\a had 
been paid him just before tt;,^ bunk failed, 
but he had $1,000 ij, txMd cash in the bank. 
The Hen ha^ 'odbn agreed to long before the 
trouble f courred. T'ho lien was paid tho 
day before the bank clo-sed. 

Mr. G. H. ]5iowu — Do you think that 
will hold water (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fell replied that ho could havo with- 
drawn all his money on tlie laat day, but on 
tho coutrary he had acted us un honest man, 
and aa ho said before thero was $1,000 of bis 
locked up in the bank now. 

Hon. Levi W. Myers wasBurprisod at Mr. 
Fell's Btatoment about him His neighbor 
had aaid tho day of the bank's suspension 
that ho had overdrawn some fHOO, and as he 
(Mr. Myers) had a deposit of the same 
an.-ount, the other had offered to turn hia 
overdraft over to secure it. Ho (Mr. Myers) 
had then aaked Mr. Fell if it was lepal and 
proper to makn tho garnishee. He had 
acted in a ptrfeotly tquare and honest 
manner. 

In answer to questions Mr. Foil replied 
he held no mortgages on any of tho proper- 
ty df the estate. 

'Ihoro was some more aorlmonioua discuo- 
sion going on when the Chairmao{ broke in 
with the request for a ooileotion to defray 
expenses, which was acted upon promptly.
